the most significant developments 
within the city during the four years 
that you have served as a councilman, 
and now as mayor? 

A. I would list them as 
extension of the sewer line on the 
east side of town, the line that runs 
down Olive avenue; annexation of 
the Porterville State hospital; city 
participation in the chamber of 
commerce industry development 
program by providing money to keep 
Allan Coates on the road full time 
seeking out industry.

This 
effort should be continued. Second 
issue involves pursuing a capital 
improvement program that is as 
extensive as taxpayers can afford. 
Specific improvements that are 
needed include sewer and water 
service extension; widening and 
improving of Olive avenue, Morton 
avenue, Plano road and Henderson 
road. I would rather spend city 
money at today’s prices for these and 
other necessary improvements, and, 
as a result, maintain a smaller capital 
reserve, than wait while costs 
continue to rise. Third major 
challenge in Porterville now is to 
continue effort toward improvement 
of relations between the city council 
and city employees.

San Joaquin valley, he noted. 
The others are located at 
Woodlake, East Bakersfield and 
Los Banos. 

The instructional materials 
center, in addition to 
functioning as a library with 
books, pamphlets, maps and the 
like, has such other items as 
motion pictures, filmstrips, 
recordings, both tape-and disc, 
slides and transparencies, 
programmed instructional 
materials, art reproductions, and 
posters. 

These, plus some 9,000 
books, have been purchased with 
funds provided in an ESEA Title 
II Phase II grant of $84,958. 
One. of the restrictions of these 
funds is that money cannot be 
used to purchase equipment, 
only instructional materials and 
some salary for persons 
employed in cataloguing and 
setting them up for use. 

Since these funds also call for 
the expenditure of some district 
monies, in this case about 
$10,000 local money has been 
used to provide the equipment 
that students need to utilize the 
instructional materials. 

Equipment includes such 
things as 16-mm_ projectors, 
filmstrip projectors and viewers, 
filmstrip viewers, overhead 
projectors, opaque projectors, 
projection screens, record 
players, tape recorders and 
players, earphone sets, copying 
machine, teaching machines, 
microfilm reader-printer, 8-mm 
cartridge film projector and AV 
and overhead projection carts. 

One of the unique concepts 
employed in the center is that of 
“integrated cataloguing” - that is 
books, film strips, tapes, 
pamphlets, posters, or any other 
material pertinent to a subject is 
stored on the shelves together. 

Another is the fact that 
reference books, such as 
encyclopedia, dictionaries and 
the like, may be checked out 
overnight. The same is true with 
the portable equipment which 
permits students to take films, 
records, film strips, 
transparencies and tapes home 
for study. Even the art work 
may be checked out. 

Edra Buckner, project 
director in charge of the center, 


_ says, “In fact everything we have 


may be checked out. 
Surprisingly we have had very 
little damage to any, of the 
equipment which circulates, 
beyond the normal wear and 
tear.”

The center itself has a 
number of modern features, 
including individual carrels for 
study, viewing or listening; 
rooms where typewriters are 
available; equipment : for 
reproducing materials, a soft 
color scheme; and acoustical 
floor covering. 

In addition to the advantages 
for students, there is a 
professional library for faculty 
use.
